Closure Letter and U.S. EPA Assurances

The type of closure letter that U.S. EPA will agree to provide the Fairbanks
Development Group will have a bearing on project financing. Commitment from
Agency to agree in principal to type and degree of approval at or about the time
the Agency approves of the Work Plan.

Unlike the River East and Grand Pier properties, any closure letter will not be
necessary to address an underlying UAO.

Status of Teachers site closure letter. Has it been drafted yet? If not, what does
the U.S. EPA envision the Teachers closure letter will reflect?

At a minimum, the Fairbanks Development Group would require that a closure
letter for the Fairbanks Property would contain provisions such as: (i) no EPA
deed restrictions or liens; (ii) affirmative statement that the property can be
developed for residential use; (iii) confirmation that the remediation was
completed in accordance with the Work Plan and in accordance with all
applicable law and U.S. EPA practices and guidance.

U.S. EPA Approval / Closure Letter Principals

Listed below are a number of items contemplated for discussion regarding the closure

letter to be issued by the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) upon Draper &
Kramer’s (D&K) completion of the necessary work at the 245 East Ohio Street property (Site).
These items are included to demonstrate the types of protections that potential investors and
lenders may wish to see in order to establish a minimum comfort level necessary to proceed with
Site development activities.

EPA’s written confirmation that Work Plan was followed by D&K will support Site
development activities (e.g. written confirmation by the Agency that EPA conducted
sufficient oversight of the project and that the Agency agrees that D&K followed terms and
conditions of the Work Plan).

EPA’s written confirmation of the Final Report will support Site development activities.
D&K anticipates providing EPA with a Final Report describing the activities conducted by
D&K in following the Work Plan to remove thorium from the Site. EPA’s confirmation that
it has reviewed the Final Report and agrees with the description of activities and the results
of those activities as set forth therein will support Site development activities.

Written confirmation that the Work Plan sufficiently addressed other potential contaminants
will support Site development activities (e.g. written certification from EPA that D&K's
consultants conducted sufficient testing to discover other potential contaminants at the Site
other than thorium will also help establish a comfort level for potential investors and
lenders).

No re-opener and a no action guarantee for thorium and any other present contamination at
the Site will help foster Site development activities (e.g. written certification from EPA that
thorium has been adequately removed from the Site and therefore, EPA will not pursue
additional legal actions against D&K, now or in the future, for thorium and any other
contamination at the Site will help establish a comfort level for potential investors and
lenders).



= Written confirmation from EPA that D&K meets the criteria of a bona fide prospective
purchaser' provided in CERCLA § 101(40) will greatly help foster Site development
activities.

= A written confirmation from EPA that the Agency will not seek from D&K. now or in the
future, any unrecovered response costs pursuant to CERCLA § 107(r) (“windfall lien”) will
help establish a comfort level for potential investors and lenders and will help foster Site
development activities.

= A written confirmation from EPA that D&K’s work at the Site sufficiently addresses any
potential outstanding issues under EPA’s RCRA program will help establish a comfort level
for potential investors and lenders, as well as help foster Site development activities.

= A written confirmation from EPA that the environmental concerns of all Illinois or City of
Chicago regulatory agencies are sufficiently addressed by D&K’s remediation work will
help foster subsequent Site development activities.

-’ » A written acknowledgement from EPA that signiticant public and environmental benefits
will be derived from D&K s activities at the Site will help foster Site development activities.

»  Written confirmation that the work conducted at the Site is consistent with any EPA
intergovernmental agreements that may encompass the Site (¢.g. memorandum of
understanding with the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency, lllinois Department of
Nuclear Safety, City of Chicago, etc.) will help foster Site development activities.

»  Written affirmation by EPA that all work performed at the Site is compliant with all
applicable laws, guidance documents, etc., to the limits of EPA’s knowledge, oversight, etc.

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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY

Conestoga-Rovers & Associates (CRA) was retained by Bell Boyd & Lloyd and
Funkhouser Vegosen Liebman & Dunn Ltd. to complete a Phase I Environmental Site
Assessment (ESA) of an active pay parking lot and several structures located at the
southwest corner of East Ohio Street and North Fairbanks Court in Chicago, Illinois
(Property or Site). The purpose of the Phase IESA was to identify Recognized
Environmental Conditions, as defined in ASTM Standard E1527-00, existing at the Site.
This ESA was conducted to assist Bell Boyd & Lloyd and Funkhouser Vegosen Liebman
& Dunn Ltd. in evaluating the business environmental risk, as defined in ASTM
E1527-00, at the Site. The Phase I ESA Site inspection was conducted by CRA on

October 11, 2002.

The Site consists of an approximately 32,700-square foot active pay parking lot, a fast
food restaurant (Hot Diggity Dog), a vacant metal building, and an attendant's booth for
the parking lot attendants. Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, several
addresses have been used for the Site including the following: 253 East Ohio Street, 251
East Ohio Street (currently Hot Diggity Dog), 247 East Ohio Street (currently vacant
metal building), 245 East Ohio Street, 243 East Ohio Street, and 242 to 256 East Grand
Avenue. Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, a filling station historically
occupied the northern portion of the Site circa 1950 until 1975. Based on a review of
Sanborn Maps, a warehouse and garage occupied the southern portion of the Site circa
1950 until sometime between 1950 and 1974. According to Site personnel, a horse barn
historically occupied the Site sometime in the 1940s.

Based on the Phase I ESA including the Site inspection, database search, historic records
reviewed, information provided by Site personnel, and interviews, the following
potential Recognized Environmental Conditions, as defined in the ASTM Standard
E1527-00, were identified at the Site:

i) On-Site Soil Contamination (Thorium): The Site is located near the Lindsay
Light Superfund Site and the Lindsay Light II Site where soils containing
radioactive thorium have been previously reported. The presence of soils

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containing elevated levels of radioactive thorium on the Property was confirmed
during an investigation completed by CRA in February 2001. Subsequently,
CRA conducted a Property Investigation at the Site in April 2001 to evaluate the
Property from the perspective of assessing subsurface radiation relative to
naturally occurring background radiation levels in local unimpaired soils and to
evaluate the potential volume of soil containing elevated radiation levels. The
results of the June 2001 investigation confirmed the presence of radioactive
materials in the soil in at least two areas along the western portion of the Site at
levels above the cleanup level established by the United States Environmental
Protection Agency (USEPA) for the Lindsay Light Site (7.1 pCi/g total radium).

Solid Waste: Significant amounts of fill material are known to have been added
historically to raise the grade of city streets above the original natural marshy
ground. It is probable that the Site is underlain by general fill material dating
from the 19t century. Also, the Site is located in an area that was destroyed
during the Great Chicago Fire of 1871, which typically resulted in the presence of
polynuclear aromatic hydrocarbons (PNAs) being present. The nature and
quality of fill material at the Site are unknown at present. However, varying
amounts of rubble consisting of brick fragments, concrete and minor amounts of
slag, coal, glass, and wood were identified in soil borings advanced at the Site
during a limited Property Investigation conducted by CRA in April 2001.

Former On-Site Filling Station: A filling station was historically located at the
Site. Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, one 1,000-gallon and two
550-gallon USTs were removed from the Site in February 1994. Upon removal of
the USTs, petroleum-degraded soils were observed by an inspector from the
Office of the State Fire Marshall (OSFM). In accordance with State and Federal
regulations, a release was reported to the Illinois Emergency Management
Agency (IEMA) and incident number 94-0293 was issued for the Site. The Site
was listed in the LUST Report as Dancona & Company located at 247 East Ohio
Street and was reported as having an open status.

Northern Adjacent Property USTs: Three separate filling stations historically
occupied the property across E. Ohio Street to the north of the Site at the

The Phase I ESA was conducted in general accordance with ASTM Standard E 1527-00
for conducting environmental assessments. The assessment included an environmental
database search, historical records review, a Site inspection of accessible areas, a review
of relevant Site records made available to CRA, and interviews with individuals
associated with the Site. No exceptions to ASTM E1527-00 were taken during this
Phase I ESA. This Phase I ESA was prepared by Kelly Connolly and Brian Boevers of
CRA. Copies of curriculum vitae outlining their qualifications are contained in

Appendix A.

The following tasks were conducted during the assessment:
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¢ review of Federal and State environmental databases and historical records;
* review of aerial photographs of the Site;
¢ review of past and current property use and adjacent property occupancy;
¢ inspection of the facilities, equipment, utility services, operations, and associated Site

records;

* observations of conditions that represented potential environmental concerns;

* review of chemical use and storage and spill/release incidents;

» observations of potential asbestos containing materials (ACM);

¢ review of the results of prior inspections conducted at the Site;

s review of waste handling, accumulation, storage, and disposal practices;

* review of air emissions and wastewater discharges;

* review of equipment that potentially contain polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs);
* review of aboveground and underground storage tank records; and

» review of previous environmental reports regarding the Site.

CRA relied on information received from regulatory agency and Site personnel as
accurate unless contradicted by written documentation or field observations.

The following report summarizes the information gathered by CRA during the Phase [
ESA and identifies Recognized Environmental Conditions, as defined in ASTM Standard

E1527-00.

ENVIRONMENTAL DATABASES SEARCH

CRA contracted Environmental Data Resources, Inc. (EDR) to conduct a search of
federal and state environmental databases. Based on the address of the Site, the
database searches were completed to assist in the identification of conditions at the Site
and within a radius distance specified in ASTM Standard E1527-00. A copy of the
database search is included as Appendix B. The following databases were searched with

the findings as follows:

FEDERAL DATABASES

National Priority List (NPL) - The NPL is a United States Environmental
Protection Agency (USEPA) listing of the nation's worst uncontrolled or
abandoned hazardous waste sites. NPL Sites are targeted for possible long-term
remedial action under the Comprehensive Environmental Response,
Compensation and Liability Act (CERCLA) of 1980. In addition, the NPL Report
includes information concerning cleanup agreements between the USEPA and
potentially responsible parties, any liens filed against contaminated properties,
as well as the past and current USEPA budget expenditures tracked within the
Superfund Consolidated Accomplishments Plan (SCAP).

FINDING: According to the databases searched, the Site was not on the NPL.
No sites within a one-mile radius of the Site were on the NPL.

Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation and Liability
Information System (CERCLIS) ~ The CERCLIS List contains data on potentially
hazardous waste sites that may have been reported to the USEPA by states,
municipalities, private companies and private persons, pursuant to Section 103 of
the Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, and Liability Act
(CERCLA). CERCLIS contains sites which are either proposed to or on the NPL
and sites which are in the screening and assessment phase for possible inclusion
on the NPL.
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FINDING: According to the databases searched, the Site was not on the
CERCLIS List. One adjacent site was on the CERCLIS List, this being Lindsay
Light IT located at 316 East Illinois Street. No other sites within a half-mile radius
of the Site were on the CERCLIS List.

No Further Remedial Action Planned Sites Report (NFRAP) — As of February
1995, CERCLIS sites designated "No Further Remedial Action Planned" have
been removed from CERCLIS. NFRAP sites may be sites where, following an
initial investigation, no contamination was found, contamination was removed
quickly without the need for the site to be placed on the NPL, or the
contamination was not serious enough to require Federal Superfund Action or
NPL consideration. EPA has removed approximately 25,000 CERCLIS sites to lift
the unintended barriers to the redevelopment of these properties and has
archived them as historical records so EPA does not needlessly repeat the
investigations in the future. This policy change is part of the EPA's Brownfields
Redevelopment Program to help cities, states, private investors and affected
citizens to promote economic redevelopment of unproductive urban sites.

FINDING: According to the databases searched, the Site was not listed in the
NFRAP Sites Report. No adjacent sites were listed in the NFRAP Sites Report.

Resource Conservation and Recovery Information System (RCRIS) -

The RCRIS-TSD Report contains information regarding these facilities that either
treat, store or dispose of USEPA-regulated hazardous waste. The following
information also is included in the RCRIS-TS Report: information regarding the
status of facilities tracked by the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act
(RCRA) Administrative Action Tracking System (RAATS); inspections and
evaluations conducted by Federal and State Agencies; all reported facility
violations, the environmental statutes violated and any proposed and actual
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penalties; and a complete listing of USEPA-regulated hazardous wastes which
are generated or stored on site.

FINDING: According to the databases searched, the Site was not listed in the
RCRIS-TSD Report. No sites within a one-mile radius of the Site were listed in
the RCRIS-TSD Report.

Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA) - Corrective Action
(CORRACTS) Report - The CORRACTS Report contains information pertaining
to hazardous waste treatment, storage and disposal facilities (RCRA TSDs) which
have conducted or are currently conducting corrective actions as regulated by
the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act. The following information also is
included in the CORRACTS Report: information regarding the status of facilities
tracked by the RAATS; inspections and evaluations conducted by Federal and
State Agencies; all reported facility violations, the environmental statutes
violated and any proposed and actual penalties; information pertaining to
corrective actions undertaken by the facility or the USEPA; and a complete listing
of USEPA-regulated hazardous wastes which are generated or stored on site.

FINDING: According to the databases searched, the Site was not listed in the
CORRACTS Report. No adjacent sites were listed in the CORRACTS Report.
One site within a one-mile radius of the Site was listed in the CORRACTS
Report, this being General Parking Corporation located at 341 East Ohio Street.

Resource Conservation and Recovery Information System - Large Quantity
Generators (RCRIS-LQG) Report - The RCRIS-LQG Report contains information
regarding facilities that either generate more than 1,000 kilograms (kg) of
USEPA-regulated hazardous waste per month or meet other applicable
requirements of RCRA.

221 SANBORN FIRE INSURANCE MAPS

Sanborn Fire Insurance Maps assist in the identification of historic land use and
commonly indicate the existence and location of aboveground and underground storage
tanks, structures, improvements, and facility operations. Sanborn Maps for the years
1903, 1906, 1927, 1950, 1974, 1988, 1990, and 1994 were available from EDR and reviewed
by CRA. The following is a summary of observations based on review of the Sanborn
Maps:

1903: The 1903 Sanborn Map shows the Site to be vacant and undeveloped. Ohio
Street is observed north of the Site with vacant land located beyond. A street
referred to as "Boulevard" is observed east of the Site with vacant land
located beyond. Indiana Avenue is observed south of the Site with a store
located beyond. Vacant land is observed west of the Site with stores located
beyond.

1906: The 1906 Sanborn Map shows the Site to be vacant and undeveloped. Ohio
Street is observed north of the Site with vacant land located beyond.
Fairbanks Court is observed east of the Site with a vacant lot located beyond.
A vacant lot is observed west of the Site with warehouses and stores located
beyond. Indiana Avenue is observed south of the Site. The property located
south of the Site, south of Indiana Avenue is not indicated on the map.

1927: The 1927 Sanborn Map shows the northeastern portion of the Site to be
vacant and undeveloped. The remainder of the Site consists of unidentified
two-story structures without basements. The remaining adjacent properties
are consistent with the 1906 Sanborn Map.

The 1950 Sanborn Map shows the Site to be occupied by a filling station at the

north end of the Site and similar two-story structures as shown in the 1927
aerial photo, but now designated as a warehouse and a garage located at the

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south end of the Site and a garage in the northwestern portion of the Site.
East Ohio Street is observed north of the Site with a filling station located
beyond at the northwest corner of North Fairbanks Court and East Ohio
Street. A storage building and a magazine distributor are located west of the
Site. North Fairbanks Court is observed east of the Site with a filling station
located beyond. East Grand Avenue is located south of the Site. The
property located south of East Grand Avenue is not indicated on the map.

The 1974 Sanborn Map shows the Site to be occupied by a filling station at the
north end of the Site. The southern portion of the Site is vacant. The filling
station located north of the Site at the northwest corner of North Fairbanks
Court and East Ohio Street that was observed in the 1950 Sanborn Map is no
longer present; however, a filling station is observed at the northwest corner
of this property. North Fairbanks Court is observed east of the Site with the
Chicago Time-Life Office Building located beyond. The western adjacent
property is vacant with Underwriters Laboratories located beyond. East
Grand Avenue is located south of the Site. The property located south of East
Grand Avenue is not indicated on the map.

The 1988 Sanborn Map shows the Site to be occupied by two buildings and a
parking lot. A filling station is observed north of the Site, north of East Ohio
Street in the central portion of the lot. The remaining adjacent properties
remain consistent with the 1974 Sanborn Map.

The 1990 Sanborn Map shows the Site to be consistent with the 1988 Sanborn
Map. East Ohio Street is observed north of the Site with a parking lot located
beyond. A Holiday Inn is observed northeast of the Site at the northeast
corner of North Fairbanks Court and East Ohio Street. A parking lot is
observed west of the Site. The remaining adjacent properties remain
consistent with the 1988 Sanborn Map.

The 1994 Sanborn Map shows the Site and adjacent properties to be in the
same basic configuration as the 1990 Sanborn Map.

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AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHS

Aerial photographs assist in the identification of Site features and outdoor activities of
potential environmental concern. Aerial photographs for the years 1952, 1962, 1972,
1988, and 1999 were obtained from Historic Information Gathers (HIG) and were
reviewed by CRA. All of the aerial photographs were reviewed at a scale of one inch
equals approximately 500 feet. Copies of the aerial photographs for the Site are
presented in Appendix E. The following is a summary of CRA's interpretation of
features observed on the aerial photographs:

The 1952 aerial photograph shows the Site to be developed with unidentified
buildings. A vacant lot is located north of the Site, north of East Ohio Street.
North Fairbanks Court is located east of the Site with what appears to be a
filling station located beyond. Unidentified buildings are located west of the
Site and south of the Site, south of East Grand Avenue.

The 1962 aerial photograph shows the Site to be developed with a building
and a parking lot encumbered with numerous vehicles. What appears to be a
filling station is located north of the Site, north of East Ohio Street. The
remaining adjacent properties are consistent with how they appeared in the
1952 aerial photograph.

The 1972 aerial photograph shows the Site to be in the same basic
configuration as the 1962 aerial photograph. What appears to be a parking
garage is observed south of the Site. A building (currently the Chicago Time
Life Office Building) is observed east of the Site, east of North Fairbanks
Court. An unidentified building (possibly a filling station) and several
vehicles are observed north of the Site, north of East Ohio Street. A parking
lot and building containing several businesses are observed west of the Site.

The 1988 aerial photograph shows the Site and adjacent properties to be
consistent with the 1972 aerial photograph.

The 1999 aerial photograph shows the Site to be developed with a parking lot
and the current on-Site structures. A parking lot is observed south of the Site,
south of East Grand Avenue. The Chicago Time Life Office Building is
observed east of the Site, east of North Fairbanks Court. A parking lot and a
building containing several businesses are located west of the Site. What
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appears to be a vacant lot is located north of the Site, north of East Ohio
Street.

224 CITY DIRECTORIES

City directories provide a listing of current and historic occupants of a building address.
A city directory search was conducted by EDR from the earliest available directory to
the present. Directories were available and were reviewed by EDR at approximately
5 year intervals starting in 1923 and ending in 1999.

The Site address (245 East Ohio Street) was listed in the 1931 city directory as Robertson
Auto Repair Shop/Robertson Hans Garage. The Site address (251 East Ohio Street) was
listed in the 1961 city directory as Suker Jacob R MD, in the 1976, 1981, and 1986 city
directories as Lemmy's Devilishly Delicious Hot Dogs, and in the 1993 city directory as
Hot Diggity Dog. The Site address (243 East Ohio Street) was listed in the 1961, 1966,
1971, 1976, 1981, 1986, and 1993 city directories as Fairbanks and Ohio Auto Park. No
information for any of the other Site addresses or adjacent properties was reported in the

city directory search.

A copy of the city directory search is provided in Appendix F.

2.3 PREVIOUS SITE INVESTIGATIONS/ESAs

CRA reviewed a Focused Site Investigation Summary Report prepared by Schrack
Environmental Consulting, Inc. (Schrack) in April 1997 for Draper and Kramer,
Incorporated.  Schrack's report discussed an investigation regarding the potential
presence of petroleum contamination resulting from a former filling station operated at
the Site known as 243 East Grand Avenue. According to Schrack's report, Schrack
completed fifteen soil borings and six groundwater monitoring wells at the Site in order
to define the extent of contamination present and determine the level of remedial efforts
necessary to obtain a No Further Action determination from the State. The soil boring
and groundwater monitoring well locations are illustrated in Figure 3. The results of the
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on-Site soil and groundwater sampling as summarized by Schrack verified benzene,
toluene, ethylbenzene, and xylene (BTEX) concentrations below the applicable Tier 1 Soil
and Groundwater Remediation Objectives (Tiered Approach to Corrective Action
Objectives for Residential Properties — Inhalation and Ingestion Values) in all fifteen soil
samples and in five of the six groundwater samples. A groundwater sample collected
from a monitoring well installed at the northeast corner of the Site (MW?2) contained a
benzene concentration in excess of the above mentioned Remediation Objectives.

Based on the initial analytical results, Schrack completed three soil borings and
groundwater monitoring wells in North Fairbanks Court to investigate subsurface
conditions in the downgradient direction from the northeast corner monitoring well
location. Due to the presence of numerous underground utilities in East Ohio Street, soil
borings and monitoring wells could not be completed in the upgradient direction from
the northeast corner monitoring well . According to Schrack's report, the results of the
analyses completed on the additional soil and groundwater samples verified BTEX
concentrations below the applicable Tier 1 Soil and Groundwater Remediation
Objectives. Schrack's report also indicated that the shallow groundwater aquifer flows
in a southeasterly direction. Moreover, Schrack's report also stated that the northeast
corner monitoring well (MW2) is located hydraulically upgradient from the
underground storage tank systems formerly located at the Site. Schrack concluded that
the benzene discovered at the northeast corner of the Site may have been caused by
releases from a former LUST site located directly upgradient of the Site (or from
dispersion of dissolved phase petroleum contaminants into the shallow aquifer caused
by releases from the former pump island and underground piping associated with the
UST systems formerly operated at the Site). Schrack recommended that a Focused Site
Investigation Summary Report and Remedial Action Plan be submitted to the Illinois
Environmental Protection Agency (IEPA) for review and approval.

A comparison of the groundwater analytical results from Schrack’s report to the current
groundwater standards listed in Table E of Appendix B of 35 Illinois Administrative
Code 742 - Tiered Approach to Corrective Action Objectives (TACO) indicates that five
of the monitoring wells had exceedences of the Class I or Class II groundwater
standards. The benzene concentration in several monitoring wells MW-1, MW-2, MW-
3, MW-6, and MW-7) exceeded the Class I groundwater standard. Excluding the results
from MW-1, the benzene concentration from the remaining four monitoring wells also
exceeded the Class II groundwater standard. The groundwater results from MW-2 also
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exceeded the Class I and II groundwater standards for toluene, ethylbenzene, and
xylenes. It should be noted that the City of Chicago has a Memorandum of
Understanding (MOU) with the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency (IEPA)
prohibiting groundwater use within the City, thereby eliminating the groundwater
exposure pathway so long as the limits of the contamination are delineated
appropriately.

CRA also compared Schrack’s soil analytical results to the current TACO Tier I soil
remediation objectives. This comparison confirmed Schrack’s conclusion that the soil
analytical results were below the TACO Tier I soil ingestion and inhalation remediation
objectives. However, the concentration of ethylbenzene in the soil sample collected from
soil boring DKSB4 exceeded the soil component of the groundwater ingestion exposure
route for Class I groundwater. Notably, the MOU between the City of Chicago and
IEPA would likely eliminate this exposure pathway.

CRA reviewed a Report of Survey Activities performed at 247 East Ohio Street prepared by
RSSI. According to RSSI's report, radioactive material was historically used in industrial
operations that were located between Illinois Street and Grand Avenue east of Michigan
Avenue. Use of this material led to known soil contamination in areas near the Site.
Due to concerns of possible contamination at the Site (247 East Ohio Street), a survey
was performed to determine whether the Site was contaminated with residual
radioactive material. Investigative activities undertaken consisted of the following:

¢ completion of a surficial survey of the Property;
e installation of four soil borings at locations where elevated radiation levels were
measured during the walkover survey;

e downhole measurement of radiation levels within the completed soil borings; and

e analysis of one soil sample using high-resolution gamma spectroscopy to identify

and measure radiation levels.

The results of the surface survey demonstrated evidence of radioactivity above normal
background levels at a number of locations. The down hole measurements were
elevated above levels usually attributable to naturally occurring radioactive materials
(NORM). The gamma spectroscopy results showed concentrations of radium-226 and
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radium-228 surrogates in excess of the U.S. EPA's local action level of 7.1 pCi/g (total
radium).

CRA completed a limited Property Investigation in April 2001 at the Site (247 East Ohio
Street). The purpose of the limited Property investigation was to evaluate the Site from

the perspective of assessing subsurface radiation relative to naturally occurring
background radiation levels in local unimpaired soils and to evaluate the potential
volume of soil containing elevated radiation levels. The primary objective of the limited
Property investigation was to delineate radioactive thorium that exists above the
cleanup level established by the US EPA for the neighboring sites. Investigative
activities completed by CRA consisted of the following:

e installation and sampling of 59 soil borings (see Figure 4) at locations where elevated
radiation levels were observed during the walkover survey and at subsurface areas
anticipated to be disturbed by Draper and Kramer's development of the Site;

¢ downhole measurement of radiation levels within the completed soil borings;

e analysis of 94 soil samples using high-resolution gamma spectroscopy to identify
and measure radiation levels; and

¢ surveying of the completed soil boring locations.

Results from CRA's limited Property investigation completed at the Site confirmed the
presence of radioactive materials in the soil in at least two areas along the western
portion of the Site at levels above the cleanup level established by the U.S. EPA.
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SITE INSPECTION

On October 11, 2002, Kelly Connolly of CRA completed an inspection of the Site located
at the southwest corner of East Ohio Street and North Fairbanks Court. On October 28,
2002, CRA completed an inspection of the three on-Site structures. Ms. Eme Bet of Inter
Parking provided access to the on-Site structures during the October 28th Site
inspection. The Site inspections included an inspection of the Site and Site structures,
review of relevant Site records available to CRA, visual observations of adjacent
properties as viewed from the Site and surrounding roadways, and interviews with
individuals associated with the Site. A Site representative, Mr. Alfred E. Dancona III,
was contacted by phone for information regarding Site operations and historic Site use.

3.1 SITE OVERVIEW

The Site consists primarily of an approximately 32,700-square foot asphalt-paved active
pay parking lot located at the southwest corner of East Ohio Street and North Fairbanks
Court in Chicago, Illinois. Improvements to the Site include three buildings including a
fast food restaurant (Hot Diggity Dog), a vacant metal building, and an attendant's
booth for the parking lot attendants. The fast food restaurant and vacant building are
prefab metal buildings constructed in approximately 1993. A small stockpile of
apparent construction debris (concrete rubble) was observed at the west end of the Site
during the Site inspection. Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, several
addresses have been used for the Site including the following: 253 East Ohio Street, 251
East Ohio Street (currently Hot Diggity Dog), 247 East Ohio Street (currently vacant
metal building), 245 East Ohio Street, 243 East Ohio Street, and 242 to 256 East Grand

Avenue.

Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, a filling station historically occupied the
northern portion of the Site circa 1950 until 1975. Based on a review of Sanborn Maps, a
warehouse and garage occupied the southern portion of the Site circa 1950 until
sometime between 1950 and 1974. According to Site personnel, a horse barn was present

at the Site sometime in the 1940s.

Based on a review of city directories, Robertson Auto Repair/Robertson Hans Garage
historically occupied the 245 East Ohio Street address. Suker Jacob R MD and Lemmy's
Devilishly Hot Dogs historically occupied the building currently occupied by Hot
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Diggity Dog (251 East Ohio Street). Fairbanks and Ohio Auto Park have occupied the
Site (243 East Ohio Street) circa 1961 until the present. No information was available on

the other associated addresses.

A copy of representative Site photographs is presented as Appendix G.

3.2

ENVIRONMENTAL SETTING/ADJACENT PROPERTIES

The Site is rectangular in shape and is located in a commercial area of Chicago, Cook
County, Illinois. East Ohio Street and North Fairbanks Court provide access and egress
to the Site. The Property is situated on relatively flat terrain. No stressed vegetation,
stained soils, or surficial evidence of fill other than the stockpile of apparent construction
debris located at the west end of the Site were observed on the Property during the Site

inspection.

The Site is bordered:

to the north by East Ohio Street with a vacant lot and lofts/offices located beyond;

to the west by businesses including Emilios Tapas Restaurant, Grand Ohio Condo,
and Fast Signs with lofts located above the businesses;

to the south by East Grand Avenue with a parking garage located beyond;

to the east by Fairbanks Court and beyond by the Chicago Time Life Office Building;
and

to the northeast by Holiday Inn and McClurg Court Center.

No evidence of adverse impact to the Site from the adjacent properties was observed by
CRA during the Site inspection. The following adjacent properties were listed in the
environmental databases searched:

The Lindsay Light II Site is located on the southern adjacent property and was on the
CERCLIS list. The Lindsay Light II site is a public parking lot located at 316 East
Illinois Street. The three-acre lot is bordered by Grand Avenue, Illinois Street,
McClug Court, and Columbus Drive. Records show that the Lindsay Light II Site
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originally housed a stable, which was later used as a laboratory/processing facility
by the former Lindsay Light Chemical Company (see Section 3.14).

e Holiday Inn is located northeast of the Site at 300 East Ohio Street and was listed in
the RCRIS-SQG Report.

e The Chicago Time Life Building is located on the eastern adjacent property, east of
North Fairbanks Court and was listed in the RCRIS-SQG Report.

e A vacant parking lot located at 255 East Ohio Street was listed in the Illinois UST
Report as having three removed USTs. The exact location of this parking lot is
unknown by CRA.

* An Amoco Service Station was historically located on the northern adjacent property
at 252 East Ohio Street and was listed in the Illinois UST Report as having three
removed USTs. The Amoco Station was also listed in the Illinois LUST Report as
having a closed status. This Amoco Service Station is no longer present at the 252
East Ohio Street address.

No other adjacent properties were listed in any of the databases searched.

During CRA's limited Property Investigation conducted in April 2001, two main
stratigraphic units were encountered within the upper 13 feet of soil beneath the Site.
The first unit consisted of fill material that was encountered in all of the soil borings.
The fill material consisted mainly of silt, sand, and clay with varying amounts of gravel.
In addition, the fill material also contained varying amounts of rubble consisting of brick
fragments, concrete and minor amounts of slag, coal, glass, and wood. The fill material
was underlain by native sand. The sand consisted mainly of fine-grained dense sand
that was tan or gray in color. Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, groundwater
flow direction beneath the Site is in a southeasterly direction. The Site is not located
within a flood hazard area. No surface water is located on the Property. The closest
body of water to the Site is the Chicago River located approximately 1,000 feet south of
the Site. Lake Michigan is located approximately 2,000 feet east of the Site.

3.3 UTILITY SERVICES

Commonwealth Edison (ComEd) provides electricity to the Site through overhead
service connections. The fast food restaurant (Hot Diggity Dog) is heated by natural gas
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while cooling is provided by a roof-mounted central air-conditioning unit. CRA was
unable to determine how the vacant metal building and the attendant's booth are
heated. Stormwater from the Site is collected through storm drains located along the
roadways and discharges to the municipal storm sewer.

The City of Chicago provides potable water and sanitary sewer services to the Site. Site
personnel were not aware of any on-Site septic systems or potable water wells either in
use currently or historically at the Site. No evidence of on-Site potable water wells or
septic systems was observed by CRA at the time of the Site inspection. Groundwater
monitoring wells were observed on the Property. |

34 UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS (USTs)

According to Site personnel, there currently are no USTs in service or located at the Site.
No evidence of on-Site USTs (e.g. vent or fill pipes, etc.) was observed by CRA during
the Site inspection.

The Site address (247 East Ohio Street) was listed in the Illinois LUST Report as Dancona
& Company and was reported as having an open status. :

Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, a filling station historically occupied the
northern portion of the Site circa 1950 until 1975. Reportedly, one 1,000-gallon and two
550-gallon USTs were removed from the Site in February 1994 by RTE Environmental
Solutions, Inc. Upon removal of the USTs, petroleum-degraded soils were observed by a
representative of the Office of the State Fire Marshall (OSFM) overseeing the UST
removals. In accordance with State and Federal regulations, a release was reported to
the Illinois Emergency Management Agency (IEMA) and incident number 94-0293 was
issued for the Site. Subsequent soil and groundwater investigations were conducted
based on the reported release and were previously summarized in Section 2.3.

3.5 ABOVEGROUND STORAGE TANKS (ASTs)

Based on information provided by Site personnel and from CRA field observations, no
ASTs presently exist on Site. No ASTs historically have been owned or operated at the
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Site, according to Site personnel. No evidence of former AST use or releases therefrom
was observed by CRA during the Site inspection.

3.6 RAW MATERIJAL AND CHEMICAL USE AND STORAGE

Based on CRA observations, chemicals currently used and stored on Site are limited to
small quantities of routine household cleaning chemicals and restaurant-related
chemicals associated with the fast food restaurant.

No evidence of a release of chemical or petroleum products from the Site was observed
by CRA during the Site inspection. Site personnel had no knowledge of chemical or
petroleum spills or releases having occurred at the Site, with the exception of leaking
USTs from a filling station historically located at the Site (see Section 3.4).

3.7 SOLID AND SPECIAL WASTE

Solid wastes generated at the Site include general office refuse and restaurant-related
wastes. Solid wastes are placed in a dumpster prior to removal for disposal by Flood
Brothers Disposal/Recycling Services. Two 55-gallon drums containing grease were
observed south of Hot Diggity Dog at the time of the Site inspection.

Significant amounts of fill material are known to have been added historically to raise
the grade of city streets above the original natural marshy ground. It is probable that the
Site is underlain by fill material dating from the 19t century. Also, the Site is located in
an area that was destroyed during the Great Chicago Fire of 1871. Based on other
similar areas, polynuclear aromatic hydrocarbon (PNA) contamination is often
associated with these areas. The nature and quality of fill material at the Site are
unknown at present. However, varying amounts of rubble consisting of brick
fragments, concrete and minor amounts of slag, coal, glass, and wood were identified in
soil borings advanced at the Site during the limited Property Investigation conducted by
CRA in April 2001. Moreover, and as discussed previously, the fill contains radioactive
materials with total activity levels in excess of U.S. EPA's clean up standard established
for the Lindsey Light Site of 7.1 pCi/g (total radium).
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No evidence of on-Site solid or chemical waste disposal was observed by CRA during
the Site inspection or in the aerial photographs. A small pile of surficial debris
consisting of concrete rubble was observed along the western Property line during the
Site inspection. However, the presence of radioactive Thorium-containing waste residue
was observed during the April 2001 Property Investigation.

3.8 HAZARDOUS WASTE

According to Site personnel and based on Site observations, no hazardous wastes are
currently generated, treated, stored, or disposed on Site. The Site was not listed in the
RCRIS-SQG, RCRIS-LQG, or RCRIS-TSD Databases.

3.9 WASTEWATER/SEWERS

No process wastewaters are generated at the Site. Wastewater generated at the Site
consists of domestic wastewater from the buildings located on the Property.
Wastewaters are discharged to the municipal sanitary sewer system.

3.10 STORMWATER

Stormwater runoff from the Property includes rainwater from the building roofs,
parking lot, and the surrounding grounds. Stormwater from the Property is directed
towards storm drains located in the adjacent roadways. No outdoor industrial activity

or storage of hazardous materials occurs at the Site.

3.11 AIR EMISSIONS

No regulated air emissions sources were observed at the Site by CRA during the Site

inspection.
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3.12 ASBESTOS CONTAINING MATERIALS (ACM)

An asbestos survey was not conducted as part of this ESA. Potential ACM observed by
CRA during the Site inspection included ceiling tiles and 12-inch by 12-inch floor tiles in
the fast food restaurant and 12-inch by 12-inch floor tiles in the vacant building. These
materials were observed to be in good condition at the time of the Site inspection.
Additional potential ACM may be present in areas not accessible to CRA during the Site
inspection.

3.13 POLYCHLORINATED BIPHENYLS (PCBs)

ComEd provides electricity to the Site through overhead service connections. No
potential PCB-containing equipment was observed at the Site by CRA during the Site
inspection.

3.14 IONIZING RADIATION

No labeled radiation sources were observed by CRA during the Site inspection. The
USEPA has determined Cook County to be in a level 2 Radon Zone, with indoor air
concentrations of radon estimated to be between 2 and 4 pCi/L. The USEPA
recommended action level for radon gas is 4 pCi/L.

The Site is located in close proximity to the Lindsay Light Superfund Site and the
Lindsay Light II site where soils containing radioactive thorium have been previously
reported. The Lindsay Light Chemical Company is the former maker of incandescent
gas mantles for home and street lighting. Based on documentation reviewed by CRA,
the Lindsay Light Chemical Company manufactured mantles circa 1910 until 1933 at 161
East Grand Avenue. The process of gas mantle manufacturing involves dipping gauze
mantle bags into solutions containing thorium nitrate and small amounts of cerium,
beryllium and magnesium nitrates. The principal ingredient in thorium nitrate is
radioactive thorium, specifically thorium-232. On June 3, 1993, the US EPA and the
Illinois Department of Nuclear Safety (IDNS) conducted a joint investigation at the
Lindsay Light II Site. This investigation verified the presence of radioactivity at levels
above natural background levels. Gamma readings were found as high as 280 uR/hr.
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Background measured at the Lindsay Light II site exhibited gamma readings at 20
uR/hr.

On September 28 and 29, 2000, the US EPA conducted a radiation walkover survey of
the Site (245 East Ohio Street) to determine whether there were any elevated radiation
readings at the surface that might indicate the presence of subsurface radioactive
materials. According to a letter issued by the US EPA, dated December 2000, elevated
readings were found in three areas located on the Property. Distinctly elevated readings
were detected at an area along the west side of the Site. The other two areas were
reported to be small and were located near the south-center of the lot and at the
southeast corner of the lot. According to the US EPA's letter, the survey indicated that
radioactive material is present under the asphalt in one area (west side of the Property)
and possibly in the other two areas. The US EPA considered the levels around the fast
food restaurant and in the attendant's booth to be normal background levels. The US
EPA concluded that none of these areas pose an immediate health hazard; however, the
risk for contamination of people and equipment would rise appreciably if the asphalt

were removed.

The presence of soils containing elevated levels of radioactive thorium on the Property
was confirmed during an investigation completed in February 2001. Subsequently, CRA
conducted a Property Investigation at the Site in April 2001 to evaluate the Property
from the perspective of assessing subsurface radiation relative to naturally occurring
background radiation levels in local unimpaired soils and to evaluate the potential
volume of soil containing elevated radiation levels. The results of the April 2001
investigation reconfirmed the presence of radioactive materials in the soil in at least two
areas along the western portion of the Site at levels above the cleanup level established
by the United States Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) for the Lindsay Light

site.

3.15 SPILLS/RELEASES

Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, there have been no reportable spills or
releases of hazardous substances on the Property, with the exception of leaking USTs
from a filling station historically located at the north end of the Site (see Section 3.4).
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3.16 CERCLA LIABILITY POTENTIAL

The Site is not listed on the NPL or in the State Hazardous Waste Site Database. No
other information was available regarding the CERCLA Liability Potential of the Site.
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SUMMARY OF IDENTIFIED ENVIRONMENTAL ISSUES

4.1

FINDINGS

Based on the Phase I ESA including the Site inspection, database search, historic records

reviewed, information provided by Site personnel, and interviews, the following

potential Recognized Environmental Conditions, as defined in ASTM Standard
E1527-00, were identified at the Site:

4.1.1

POTENTIAL CURRENT RECOGNIZED
ENVIRONMENTAL CONDITIONS

On-Site Soil Contamination (Thorium): The Site is located near the Lindsay

Light Superfund Site and the Lindsay Light II Site where soils containing
radioactive thorium have been previously reported. The presence of soils
containing elevated levels of radioactive thorium on the Property was confirmed
during an investigation completed by CRA in February 2001. Subsequently,
CRA conducted a Property Investigation at the Site in April 2001 to evaluate the
Property from the perspective of assessing subsurface radiation relative to
naturally occurring background radiation levels in local unimpaired soils and to
evaluate the potential volume of soil containing elevated radiation levels. The
results of the April 2001 investigation confirmed the presence of radioactive
materials in the soil in at least two areas along the western portion of the Site at
levels above the cleanup level established by the United States Environmental
Protection Agency (USEPA) for the Lindsay Light Site (7.1 pCi/g total radium).

Solid Waste: Significant amounts of fill material are known to have been added
historically to raise the grade of city streets above the original natural marshy
ground. It is probable that the Site is underlain by general fill material dating
from the 19t century. Also, the Site is located in an area that was destroyed
during the Great Chicago Fire of 1871, which typically resulted in the presence of
polynuclear aromatic hydrocarbons (PNAs) being present. The nature and
quality of fill material at the Site are unknown at present. However, varying
amounts of rubble consisting of brick fragments, concrete and minor amounts of
slag, coal, glass, and wood were identified in soil borings advanced at the Site
during a limited Property Investigation conducted by CRA in April 2001.
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POTENTIAL HISTORICAL RECOGNIZED
ENVIRONMENTAL CONDITIONS

Former On-Site Filling Station: A filling station was historically located at the
Site. Based on documentation reviewed by CRA, one 1,000-gallon and two
550-gallon USTs were removed from the Site in February 1994. Upon removal of
the USTs, petroleum-degraded soils were observed by an inspector from the
Office of the State Fire Marshall (OSFM). In accordance with State and Federal
regulations, a release was reported to the Illinois Emergency Management
Agency (IEMA) and incident number 94-0293 was issued for the Site. The Site
was listed in the LUST Report as Dancona & Company located at 247 East Ohio
Street and was reported as having an open status.

Northern Adjacent Property USTs: Three separate filling stations historically
occupied the property across E. Ohio Street to the north of the Site at the
northwest corner of East Ohio Street and North Fairbanks Court circa 1950 until
sometime between 1988 and 1990. Amoco Oil Company #5911 historically
located at 252 East Ohio Street was listed in the Illinois UST Report as having
three removed USTs and was listed in the Illinois LUST Report as having been
issued a No Further Action (NFA) letter. While residuals may be present at the
former Amoco Oil Company site, the NFA letter would indicate that levels
remaining and available exposure pathways would not impact adjacent

properties to an extent creating a concern to the State.

Eastern Adjacent Property USTs: A filling station historically occupied the
property across N. Fairbanks Court to the east of the Site at the southeast corner
of East Ohio Street and North Fairbanks Court circa 1950 until sometime between
1950 and 1974. No investigation or testing data is available with which to
evaluate whether potential releases from the filling station UST(s) have adversely
impacted soils or groundwater at the Site.

Potential Adjacent Property USTs: A vacant parking lot historically located at
255 East Ohio Street was listed in the UST Report as having three removed USTs.
Although the vacant parking lot was not listed in the Illinois LUST Report as
having any releases, no investigation or testing data is available with which to
evaluate whether potential releases from the USTs have adversely impacted soils
or groundwater at the Site. Moreover, CRA is unable to determine the exact

location of this vacant parking lot.
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4.2 CONCLUSIONS

CRA has completed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment of an active pay parking
lot located at the southwest corner of East Ohio Street and North Fairbanks Court
located in Chicago, Illinois in conformance with the scope and limitations of ASTM
Practice E1527-00. Any exceptions to or deletions from this practice are described in
Section 1.0 of this report. This assessment did not identify any Recognized
Environmental Conditions at this Site, with the exception of the following:

e On-Site Soil Contamination (Thorium)

e Solid Waste (historic city grading activities/Great Chicago Fire)
e Former On-Site Filling Station

e Eastern Adjacent Property USTs

¢ Potential Adjacent Property USTs

e Northern Adjacent Property USTs
